He remained active even be- 


yond his nominal retirement in 


1947. He was a member of the 
board of trustees at Ohio State 


| University, his alma mater. 


Mr. Kettering did not invent 
the self-starter, which some- 
times was mistakenly attrib- 


| uted to him, but he did re- 


fine it. 
Aided Mass Production. 


He developed. ignition sys- 
tems and numerous other engi- 
neering advances that took 
automobile production out of 
the uncertainty of its early 
days and contributed to the 
coming of mass production. 

It was Mr. Kettering who 
shortened the time of painting 
an automobile from 37 days to 
one hour; it was he, too, who 
developed ethyl gasoline and 
the high compression automo- 
bile engine, both designed to. 
increase the motorist’s gaso- 
line mileage. 

Mr. Kettering was born on 
a farm near Loudonville, O. 
When he was 19 he taught a 
class of 30 children in a one- 
room schoolhouse at Bunker 
Hill, O. His subsequent activi- 
ties took him through varied 
occupations, including that of 
student, telephone lineman, 
electrical .engineer, inventor 


-and capitalist. 


He earned enough money to 
attend Ohio State by teaching. 
Failing eyesight forced him to 
withdraw from school on two 
occasions. It was during these 
periods that he took a job as 


telephone lineman. 


Soon after his graduation Mr. 
Kettering got a job in the in- 
ventions department of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Co. There 
he was associated with E. A. 
Deeds, with whom he collabor- 
ated in the development of the 
electric cash register. 

Established “Delco.” 
In 1910 he and Deeds left 


| the cash register company to 


form The Dayton Engineering 
Laboratories Co., later known 
as “Delco.” It was absorption

BLAIR CHIDES 
MOMEN VOTER 
FOR THEORIES 


Governor Calls With- 
holding Tax a Gim- 
mick and Merit Sys- 
tem a Mistake. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov, 25 
(AP)—Gov. James T. Blair, a 
practical politician and a prac- 
ticing student of government, 
chided the Missouri League of 
Women Voters today for their 
insistence on sticking to gov- 
ernmental theory. 

In the process he gave them 
a dissertation on his views of 
many facets of government and 
education. 

He said Missouri should put 
its schools on a full-time in- 
stead of an eight-month basis, 
quit using a curriculum he said 
was designed for the mediocre 
and provide educational fron- 
tiers for exceptional students. 

He said a withholding tax on 
Missouri incomes was just a 
gimmick and would not solve 
Missouri’s revenue problems. 
He said his appointed director 
of revenue, Milton Carpenter, 
failed to report the $3,500,000 
to $4,000,000 cost of rebates 
when he said the state would 
collect an additional $7,500,000 
with a withholding system. 

The League had approved 
the withholding system, and 
the three League members 
present today were proud of 
that. 

Blair said the merit system, 
in Missouri, in the Federal 
Government and in municipal 
governments, was a mistake— 
that the administrative officer 
seldom had any contro] over 
the agency for which he was 
responsible. 

He said the Leagu? had the 
wrong slant on the state's 
revenues and he did not think 
either the sales or income tax- 
es should be increased, just to 
produce more money. 

The wemen, Mrs. Robert 
Seiler of Joplin, League presi- 
dent; Mrs. Leon Dickinson of 
Columbia and Mrs. Harold Bas- 
sage, smiled bravely but lis- 
tened intently.

Gov. J. Lindsay Almond Jr. 
of Virginia, where massive re- 
sistance to any integrating is 
state policy, declared there was 
no particular significance in the 
ruling for his state. 

Two Florida legal authorities 
saw the ruling as a sign that 
Florida’s placement law would 
be upheld. It is now under 
court attack by Negroes in two 
counties. Attorney General Ri- 
chard W. Ervin and his assist- 
ant, Ralph Odum, agreed that 
there had to be some integra- 
tion to make a placement law 
effective. 

Odum said the decision was 
“the most encouraging thing 
which has happened to the 
South in the last two years.” 

Representative James C 
Davis of Georgia called it “the 
surprise of the year.” Perhaps 
criticism of the Justices “has 
jarred them into some common 
sense,” he added. 

Ralph Moody, assistant At- 
torney General of North Carol- 
ina, saw the ruling as a good 
sign that his state’s placement 
law would be upheld. He said 
the Alabama law closely resem- 
bles a North Carolina statute. 

Effect of Decision. 


Others said they believed 


there actually was little racial | 


significance in the court’s 
ruling. 

In effect, the decision means 
Alabama has a legal weapon 
against school integration ef- 
forts until a Negro proves he 
has been discriminated against. 
Then the law undoubtedly 
would be held unconstitutional 
it was said. 

The school pla¢ement law 
avoids any mention of race or 
color, but gives local school 
boards sole authority to assign 
students to the schools they 
want them to attend. 


Proof of discrimination was | 


not presented by the four | 
Birmingham Negro parents 


who appealed their suit to the | 


Supreme Court. They merely | 
charged the law was designed | 
to subvert earlier 
Court segregation decisions. 

The Supreme Court. upheld 
a decision by a _ three-judge 
federal panel in Birmingham 
last May that the law con- 
tained no provisions to make 
it invalid on its face. 

But the Supreme Court re- 
peated the lower court’s warn- 
ing that the act might be put 
into practice in a discriminat- 
ing—and thus unconstitutional 
—manner. 

Presumption of Legality. 

Without evidence that the 
Negro children had _ been 
treated unfairly, both courts 
rested their decision on the 
presumption that the law “will 
be administered in a lawful 
manner.” 


Supreme | 


The Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth, 
Birmingham integration leader, 
was one of the Negro parents 
who sought to enter children 
in all-white schools. In addition 
to asserting the law defied in- 
tegration rulings, the Negroes 
contended white schools were 
nearer than those set aside for 
their race. 

Shuttlesworth, referring to 
the warning against improper 
administration, interpreted the 
court decision itself as an in- 
dication that the law “is a 
scheme to support segrega- 
tion.”

The plan inventories essen- 
‘tial supplies of equipment, man- 
power and other facilities which 
would be available for meet- 
ing natural emergencies. 

Thirteen fields of service in 
which emergency action might 
be required are listed.

Each service is put under di- 
rection of one or more public 
or private agencies.

Kettering more actively into 
the motorcar industry. 

In achieving a major refine- 
ment in th electric starting sys- 
tem for automobiles, Mr. Ket- 
tering utilized the experience 
he gained in the development, 
with his early partner, Deeds, 
of the electrically - operated 
cash register. His theory was 
that a small motor would carry 
a huge load if the burden was 
only momentary. 

It was Henry M. Leland, then 
head of the Cadillac Motor Car 
Co., in Detroit, who prevailed 
on Mr.. Kettering to develop 
the starter after a close friend 
of Leland’s had suffered a 
broken arm and fractured jaw 
while attempting to hand crank 
a car in 1910. 

Mr. Kettering described as 
“nonsense” any thought that 
technology has been advanced 
too far. 

His research laboratories pro- 
duced a mechanical refrigera- 
tor, using a new refrigerant 
that was odorless, tasteless, 
non-corrosive, non-inflammable 
and nonpoisonous. 

From his workshop poured 
new inventions — bearings, 
quick-drying lacquer, metallur- 
gical improvements, four-wheel 
brakes, crankcase ventilation, 
two-filament headlamps, winter 
grade oils, two-way shock ab- 
sorbers, chorminum plating, 
safety glass and variable speed 
tarnsmissions.

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Ghana, Guinea Merger Stirs 
Excitement in U.N. as Europe 
Maneuvers for African Influence 


Impending ‘Confederation’ Appears to 
African Delegates as First Step Toward 
Union and New Political Design for 


Continent.

Ghana and Guinea, on the west coast of Africa, was 
greeted by diplomats in the United Nations with a great 


deal more excitement than the 
tries would seem to warrant.

To African delegates, many of them ardent. nationalists, 


the merger appeared as a first 


step, not only toward a West 


African union, but also toward a new political design for 


the entire continent. 


They saw a trend toward many other 


“unions” of African people, speeding the process of independ- 
ence from colonial rule and even leading, eventually, to a 
unified “United States of Africa.” 


Some British delegates saw 
the merger of Ghana and Guin- 
ea, meanwhile, as a move likely | 
to enhance the position of the | 
United Kingdom — or at least! 
the Commonwealth—in Africa. | 
The French, ruefully, were in- 
clined to agree. | 

The event thus underlined | 
the maneuvering that is in'| 
progress among the European! 
powers for African influence, | 
as the African continent frees 
itself from colonial rule. 

Healthy Development. 

Diplomats concerned over the | 
dangers of Communist gains in 
the emerging Africa, mean-| 
while, felt the projected merger 
of Ghana and Guinea was a 
healthy development. They be- 
lieved larger and stronger 
states would be able to with-. 
stand Communist enticements 
more easily. 

These were the principal 
reactions here. The United Na- 
tions is increasingly aware of 
Africa. Nine African states al- 
ready are members of the U.N.: 
Sudan, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Ghana have joined within the 
last two years. In the next five 
years Somalia, Sierra Leone, 
Togo, the French and British 
Cameroons and Nigeria are ex- 
pected to become members of 
the United Nations as indepen- 
dent states. If several of the | 
new states join confederations, 
African membership in the | 
U.N. will be reduced. The con- | 
federations will be represented | 
as units. 

This, however, is a purely | 
superficial view of the move- | 
ment toward unification in| 
Africa. As several African dele- | 
gates pointed out, a few repre- 
sentatives of strong African | 
states may well have a louder | 
voice in the U. N. than many 
representatives of small states. 

Perhaps most important, as 
the African delegates see it, a 
strong African unity movement 
would enjoy a maximum chance 
of influencing events in those 
parts of Africa where a minor- 
ity of “Europeans” hope to re- | 
tain control, notably in the Un- 
fon of South Africa and the 
Central African Federation. 
The African unity movement 
is an influence for “native” rule 
—rule by the majority of the 
people, the Africans. 

Next month in Accra, Ghana, 
more than 500 leaders of vari- 
ous political parties both from 
independent and from colonial 
territories in Africa will meet. 
Rapid movement toward in- 
dependence of: the areas still 
under colonial domination — 
and the formation of a future 
“United States of Africa’ — 
will be the chief subjects of 
discussion. It has been an- 
nounced. 

Pan-African Movement, 

Earlier this fall a “pan- 
African freedom movement for 
East and Central Africa’ was 
formed at a meeting in Mwan- 
za, Tanganyika. African po- 
litical leaders in the move-| 
ment are from Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanganyika, Zanzibar and 
Nyasaland. 

Such meetings, like the im- 
pending unification of Ghana 
and Guinea, are believed by 
African. diplomats here to be 
but the first whisperings out 
of Africa on the subject of 
unification. | 

Talks already have begun, it | 
is said, concerning the possible | 
incorporation of Nigeria — po- 
tentially the largest and rich- 
est state in Africa — in the | 
West African confederation. | 
Should this movement succeed, 
when Nigeria becomes inde- 
pendent in 1960, the new con- 
federation would be a power- 
ful magnet for other West 
African states and territories. 

If the former French terri- 
tory of Guinea meanwhile was | 
joined with Ghana ip a con-| 
federation that also includes 
Nigeria, the pull on the vast | 
French colonial territories of 
Africa would be all but over- 
whelming, many African lead- 
ers believe. The British and 
French Cameroons, Sierra Le- 
one, Togo—and eventually the 
French Ivory Coast, French 
Dahomey, and even French 
Equatorial Africa and French 
West Africa, these leaders say, 
might all be incorporated into | 
a West African Union. Liberia, | 
now resisting joining Ghana 
and Guinea, would be forced 
to become a part of the new 
union. | 
Force of Movement. | 

The force of this movement 
then might become strong. 
enougn to reach right across" 
to Sudan and Ethiopia—and 
thence south to the Cape of 
Good Hope. |

Economic Delusions 


It is now a matter of public 
knowledge that in the seven re- 
_cessions: after World War I (not 
counting this one) prices declined 
appreciably only in the two worst 
breaks. Presumably the informa- 
tion that slumps do not neces- 
sarily reduce high prices was 
available to economists all along. 

Yet now we have the former 
chairman of President Eisenhow- 
er’s Council of Economic Advisers 
speaking of it as something new— 
“the most serious lesson learned 
from the current recession.” 


Since the policy of the Federal 
Reserve Board to combat high 
prices could be said to have been, 
at a minimum, a precipitating fac- 
tor in the current recession, we 
see that it has performed a use- 
less and costly,economic role. It 
seems incredible that information 
of such an elementary character 
was not available to the board's 
staff of economic experts. 

A particularly sour joke is that 
an Administration which fosters 
such economic delusions puts it- 
self forth as an advocate of penny- 
wise economy to combat the de- 
terioration of the dollar. 

What was the total cost of the 
misguided policies of the ardent 
business cyclists on the FRB? In 
lost production, lost revenues, un- 
employment and welfare payments 
—30 billions or so, at least. 


The fact .that it has now re- 
sumed its “tight-money” policy 
shows that the present Board 
cannot learn from experience nor 
the findings of economists.

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The Answer to Hysteria 


Alabama State Senator Albert Boswell is 
one of the intensest of the racial discrimina- 
tors, as his record in the Legislature at Mont- 
gomery makes only too clear. He says the 
purpose of the Alabama public school place- 
ment law of which he was the primary archi- 
tect and sponsor is to continue segregation of 
pupils according to race. 

If this is so, how could the United States 
Supreme Court hand down a decision uphold- 
ing the Alabama law after a challenge by the 
parents of four Negro children in Birming- 
ham? How could the Supreme Court recon- 
cile this indorsement with its 1954 decision 
outlawing racial segregation in tax-supported 
public schools, and later decisions reinforc- 
ing the earlier one? 


The answer is in the text of the Alabama 
law and in the nature and effect of its appli- 
cation. The law is-not valid or invalid because 
Senator Boswell was its framer. It is not con- 
stitutional er unconstitutional because he says 
its purpose is to stop desegregation. 


The Supreme Court did not have Senator 
Boswell and his personal opinions before it. 
What it faced was a statute that does not men- 
tion the word race. Adopted the year after 
the historic desegregation decision in Wash- 
ington, it gives local school authorities vir- 
tually complete control over the assignment 
of pupils to schools. The 11 criteria to be 
used in determining where pupils shall go to 
school include: results of aptitude tests and 
other examinations, available space, psycho- 
logical qualifications, possibility of disorder, 
the maintenance or severance of established 
social and psychological relationships with 
other pupils and with teachers. 


These standards probably would be applied 
with race in mind, but the Supreme Court 
took the very limited view that in the present 
case, racial discrimination had not been 
proved by the parents who brought the test 
in court. Chief Justice Warren and his eight 
colleagues left the door wide open for a deci- 
sion preventing placement under the law if 
that placement is manifestly on racial grounds 
and no other. 


This decision will disappoint many who are 
hoping to see every legal resource used as 
rapidly as possible in bringing about public 
school integration. But a more reasonable 
way to appraise it is as a reminder that in 
courts of law contentions must be proved. 
Let the complaining parents follow the appli- 
cation of the Alabama law a while longer. 
Let them gather the facts that will prove ra- 
cial discrimination as the evident basis for 
its application. Then we are confident the 
Supreme Court will come to grips with the 
issue fully and fairly. 


Certainly there is no basis for saying 
that the Supreme Court has backed down. 
Rather, it has given the lie to the hysterical 
critics like Virginia’s Gov. Almond who pic- 
ture its members as wild-eyed fanatics. 

In Little Rock, where racial discrimination 
was clearly and demonstrably involved, the 
Court sternly orders compliance with its de- 
cisions. In Birmingham, where discrimination 
is presumptive but not yet legally proved, the 
Court advises the complainants to prove it. 
This is not retreat. It is justice. 


The Toll on Riverview 


Three dead and a 14-year-old girl wantonly 
injured—that toll makes Sunday’s drag-race 
collision on Riverview drive a particularly 
sickening manifestation of motor “madness. 
There is, of course, no question that the sur- 
vivor of the race, who has been charged with 
manslaughter, should face the full rigors of 
the law. But while the law is being applied, 
other parents might ask themselves by what 
grace their own children are escaping the 
same frightful fate. Give an adolescent an 
automobile capable of traveling 120 miles an 
hour, let him grow up with a brutal insensi- 
tivity to the rights of others, help Khim make 
a god of speed and power—and who is to 
blame for what happened on Riverview 
drive? 


Dossier on Red-32 


Red-32 is a coal-tar dye used to color or- 
anges, among other things. Its case lies be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court. Nobody 
has a really kind word to say for Red-32, and 
the harshest criticism of it is that it is poison- 
ous and may contribute to cancer. Orange- 
growers in Florida and California, who are 
its chief advocates, say that without it they 
cannot sell such of their oranges as are still 
green when ripe. They contend Red-32 is 
harmless in small quantities. 


Some years ago Red-32 was approved by 
the Food and Drug Administration for use on 
food. Then tests on animals showed it to be 
harmful and sometimes fatal. Approval of the 
dye was withdrawn, but the orange-growers 
got Congress to pass a law permitting the col- 
oring to be used three years longer, until next 
March 1. At about the same time that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was signing this bill the Ca- 
nadian Parliament was outlawing Red-32 as a 
menace to public health. 

The Fifth District Court of Appeals, at New 
Orleans, has ruled for the orange growers, 
though admitting that the dye is harmful 
when consumed in quantity. It is this deci- 
sion which is now before the Supreme Court. 
The case for and against Red-32 is admittedly 
mixed, though it is unquestionably not 
a good idea to suck or lick the skins of 
oranges treated with the dye. But would it 
not be better for the consumers to try to get 
it into their heads that a green-colored orange 
can taste good, rather than run the risk of 
endangering their health to have it artificially 
colored yellow? 


French Coat-Tail Ride 


The first parliamentary election of the 
Fifth French Republic turned into a De Gaulle 
“landslide” because it could not turn into 
anything else. Even though the Premier for- 
bade the use of his name—‘“even in the adjec- 
tival form’—in the campaign, at least 80 per 
cent of the more than 2750 candidates, repre- 
senting about 20 vaguely assorted parties, let 
it be known that they were riding on his coat- 
tails. His only real opponents were the Com- 
munists. They got only 18.94 per cent of the 
vote compared with 25.6 per cent two years 
ago, and they may fare worse in next Sun- 
day's run-offs. 

An intelligent parliamentary opposition 
thus seems improbable, especially in view of 
the defeat of men like Mendes-France who 
would have accepted the responsibility of 
scrutinizing government measures. Perhaps 
their loss is offset by the virtual liquidation 
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a. rebel, 
would run for office. A slate of puppets was 
rounded up at the eleventh hour. But De 
Gaulle cannot negotiate a genuine settlement 
with them. Tunisia’s Bourguiba, trying to 
hold the line against Nasser, warned in vain 
against this folly. It will be difficult for De 
Gaulle and his parliament to undo it, yet 
without an Algerian settlement every other 
French problem becomes almost insoluble. 


Military Aid Under Scrutiny 


How deeply will the President’s new review 
committee delve into the military assistance 
program? A review is certainly needed. But 
if it is to be useful it should be the kind which 
faces up to basic questions and not merely 
superficial ones. The committee the Presi- 
dent has just appointed needs to ask, not only 
“how much” but “whether.” 


Foreign military aid has been a part of our 
national thinking for so long that it is diffi- 
cult to look at it with fresh eyes. ° Even to 
question the need will strike some Americans 
as foolhardy. We have been telling ourselves 
for some years now that arming friendly na- 
tions is essential to our own security. 

How essential, actually, in the light of to- 
day’s realities? That is the question which 
needs to be asked. And this means asking, 
with respect to each individual nation on the 
list, whether it does face today a serious 
threat of external military aggression, and 
whether the arms we are giving are such as 
to offer effective defense against aggression. 


On this page recently we reprinted from 
The Reporter an account of the mutual securi- 
ty program in Laos, written by a former em- 
ploye of the International Co-operation Ad- 
ministration. Nobody could read this article 
and conclude that military aid to Laos is es- 
sential to American security. On the contrary, 
our military aid program there has gone to 
build up an army which is not equipped or 
trained to defend the country against the 
kind of jungle attack an enemy would launch. 
And the corruption to which the program has 
given rise makes Laos, instead of a “situation 
of strength,” a bulwark built on sand. 


How many situations like that of Laos are 
there? In how many countries is military aid 
inadequate to fulfill its advertised goals, un- 
necessary, wasteful and extravagant, or actu- 
ally destructive of our own best interests? In 
how many lands, especially in Asia, would the 
cause of freedom be served by more economic 
development assistance and less military aid? 
It would be a great public service if the 
President’s committee headed by William H. 
Draper Jr. could give the answer. 


Venice in the Bridge Business 


The City of Venice has purchased McKinley 
bridge and put it to work making money for 
Venice. Tolls have been increased. They 
will be used to pay for the structure and to 
subsidize lower tax rates or improved mu- 
nicipal service in Venice. And that means 
powerful forces working against the bridge’s 
ever becoming free. As with the others, its 
revenues will be hard to give up. 


Venice is not the only municipality that 
has gone into the bridge business; it is mere- 
ly the latest. St. Louis is making money out 
of its so-called “Free” bridge; East St. Louis 
has its Veterans bridge; Madison, its Chain 
of Rocks bridge; St. Louis county owns the 
Jefferson Barracks bridge. 


Had the Missouri Legislature granted suf- 
ficient authority to the Bi-State Development 
Agency, the McKinley bridge at least might 
have been operated for the benefit of the 
people of the whole metropolitan area, and 
ultimately it might have been possible to 
make it free. But the Legislature refused to 
give Bi-State the power to “buy” bridges, 
among other things, and this gave Venice an 
opening to block the sale of the structure to 
Bi-State and grab it for itself. Venice’s gain 
is the metropolitan area’s loss. 

How long is it going to take this area to 
understand that all the bridges ought to be 
free? Bridge tolls dividing an essentially ho- 
mogenous community are a tax on movement 
which, while giving a few toll takers the illu- 
sion of profit, actually represent a loss to the 
community as a whole. The McKinley bridge 
transaction should be the last of its kind. The 
next bridge ought to be free. 


Dreary Alternatives for Parking 


The report of the Chamber of Commerce’s 
special subcommittee on riverfront parking 
displays a surprisingly calm attitude toward 
the impending loss of at least half and per- 
haps all the 4000 riverfront parking spaces. 

True, the vast majority of the riverfront 
parkers are of the “all day” variety, not shop- 
pers, and both public transportation and a 
limited number of “fringe” spaces are avail- 
able to those who will be displaced. Also, as 
the committee indicates, upwards of some 
4600 new spaces have been completed, are 
under construction or are under consideration. 

But those figures are deceiving. About 
2000 of them depend upon whether Eero 
Saarinen can design an economical above- 
ground structure at the riverfront. Another 
1450 depend upon the city’s ability to liqui- 
date the legal battle it has been fighting with 
the private parking lot lobby. Some 378 other 
spaces are “planned” by private groups, but 
not yet at the construction stage. So the 
“under consideration” category totals about 
3700 spaces. 

Even without the loss of a single space on 
the riverfront, the city is faced with a recog- 
nized shortage of desirable facilities conveni- 
ent to the downtown core. And while the com- 
mittee finds that some people are willing to 
put up with high prices for spaces some dis- 
tance from their destinations in order to 
avail themselves of downtown’s advantages, 
it is fair to ask whether they will suffer this 
inconvenience forever. Parking is free at 
the suburban shopping centers where so many 
downtown merchants have branches; it may 
have to be subsidized for shoppers downtown. 

On top of everything else, the expressway 
builders are blasting straight ahead on design 
and construction of four giant traffic arteries 
that will pour thousands of additional auto» 
mobiles a day into the riverfront area before 
some people realize what has happened. 
Where are all these cars going to park? To 
offer motorists the alternative of paying ‘‘com- 
petitive” parking fees or taking the bus may 
result in driving businesses and shoppers to 
the suburbs.

Labor and Business Need to Talk 


National Assembly Urged by Labor Leader to Relieve Polarization of Views 


By Arthur J. Goldberg 


(Excerpts from the Sidney Hillman 

Address, University of Wisconsin, 

Now. 5, 1958, by the special counsel, 
AFL-CIO.) 


It is more than 30 years since 
the Sidney Hillman approach to ma- 
ture labor-management relations be- 
came established and accepted in 
the clothing industry. I suggest that 
if we probe beneath the superficial- 
ity of statistics we will find that we 
are today still a long way from uni- 
versal achievement of the type of 
labor-management relations symbol- 
ized by the Hill- 
man tradition. 

One large geo 
graphical area— 
the deep South— 
has eluded suc- 
cessful organiza- 
tion by unions in 
many industries. 
Despite repeated 
assurances by various groups of un- 
ion leadership that the white collar 
workers “must be organized,” little 
progress has been made. 

But even more serious, than this 
resistance to new organization is a 
hardening of attitudes in the organ- 
ized areas. 

Management is tougher, unions 
are tougher, and the end product is 
not necessarily good for either side.

No Excess of Labor Power 


Throughout American industry 
there is a widespread movement to 
replace genuine acceptance of and 
cooperation with unions by a philos- 
ophy of labor-management relations 
keyed to keeping the unions at arm’s 
length, of working with the union 
as little as possible, of seeking, 
wherever possible, to go around the 
union to its members rather than to 
deal with the union as a living in- 
situation. This philosophy treats un- 
ions as necessary evils rather than as 
constructive partners in achieving 
harmonious and productive labor- 
manegement relations. 

I have pondered about the reasons 
for this polarization of viewpoint. I 
don’t believe that it can be fairly 
attributed to an overreaching on the 
part of the American labor move- 
ment. 

Economic injury can occur when 
too great bargaining power exists on 
either side. But I think it is one 
of the essentials of our free econom- 
ic system that we do not interfere 
to redress every individual instance 
of economic disequilibrium so long 
as there is no general pattern of 
imbalance. Looking at the total pic- 
ture the greater strength is still on 
the side of the empoyers. 


Poles Apart 


Politically, legislatively, philosoph- 
ically, labor and management today 
stand apart, and the degree of polar- 
ization of viewpoints in these areas 
is far greater than in collective bar- 
gaining. If we were to believe the 
political and business spokesmen of 
industry, labor and its allies are de- 
termined to socialize America, which 
everyone knows is plainly nonsense. 
And to be entirely fair, I have just 
read a speech from an outstanding 
and respected labor leader charging 
a great American corporation with 
seeking a Fascist America—a charge 
which, in my opinion, is equally non- 
sensical. | 

Whatever the cause, opportunities 
for conversation, for a sensible, real- 
istic exchange of views between the 
leaders of labor and the business 
community are becoming fewer and 
fewer. And the stereotype images, 
indeed the caricatures, are taking 
the place of reality. When the two 
sides meet, as they do now more 


and more uently, they t 
almost solely at bargaining table. 

in the Hillman tradition, 
I it is necessary that we search 


for honorable methods of bridging 
this gap. 

My own thinking leads to a pro- 
posal for a Labor-Management 
Assembly, modeled after the United 
Nations Assembly, as an instrument 
for bringing together the leading 
figures in American industry and 
the leading figures in the American 
trade union movement for a periodic 
examination and discussion of the 
issues which affect us all. 

I propose that the Labor-Manage- 
ment Assembly be convened under 
the auspices of the Government of 
the United States and that the Secre- 
taries of Commerce and Labor act 
as co-chairmen. But I immediately 


add that this should not be a govern- 
ment-dominated organization any

more than the ILO on the inter- 
national level, is a government- 
dominated institution. 

To serve its proper purposes and 
to achieve any beneficial results, the 
Labor-Management Assembly must 
meet at regular periodic intervals 
and must receive top level attend- 
ance and top level thinking from 
both sides. It must be attended by 
the chairmen of the board and the 
presidents of representative big and 
small corporations. It must be at- 
tended by the presidents of trade 
unions. Both should be accompanied 
by adequate staffs. 

I would hope that the Labor-Man- 
agement Assembly would not issue 
statements unless they are unani- 
mously agreed upon, and unless the 
common denominator is higher than 
agreement that sin is bad and mo- 


rality is good. Primarily, if the La- 
bor-Management Assembly is to be 
successful, it must be a place to dis- 
cuss and think about important is- 
sues in the labor-management area 
on a broader basis than is possible 
in collective bargaining, not to fight 
and bicker over the words of a con- 
tract or a resolution. 

Finally, I would hope that at the 
periodic meetings ample opportuni- 
ties would be provided, as at inter- 
national assemblies, for social inter- 
course between individuals in the re- 
spective groups—something that has 
been increasingly lacking since the 
wartime agencies functioned and the 
importance of which cannot be over- 
estimated. 

And there is plenty to talk about! 
There is the problem of retired work- 
ers. Another example of a problem 
bo are all concerned about is infla- 

ion. 

And what about automation? Even 
the whole issue underlying the 
“right to work” laws has never been 
adequately discussed except in a po- 
litical setting. 

What about the problem of cor- 
ruption in the labor-management 
field? It is no secret that many busi- 
ness men have gloated over Dave 
Beck and consciously or unconscious- 
ly cast him in their public speeches 
as a symbol of all labor leaders. Many 
labor leaders, I know, are happy 
about the revelations concerning Na- 
than Shefferman and the businesses 
represented by him, and label them 
as characteristic of all business men. 
Yet business men and labor men both 
know better because, as honest busi- 
ness men and honest labor leaders, 
they deal with each other, and they 
learn early that the vast majority of 
both groups are honest. 

Is it being too much of an egghead 
to hope that a Labor-Management 
Assembly, with the help of academi- 
cians and public figures, could dis- 
cuss the implications of John Gal- 
braith’s thesis that we have reached 
the stage of “an affluent society” 
and must seek goals other than 
steadily increasing production of con- 
sumer goods? 

I believe that the heritage of Sid- 
ney Hillman is still very much alive. 
If my belief is correct, there is cer- 
tainly in existence in both manage- 
ment and labor the vision and imag- 
ination capable of developing a pro- 
gram built upon the solid premise 
that what is good for America is 
good for those who own and manage 
and for those who belong to our free 
trade unions,

“Altemeyer has had a 
sprained ankle and has just 
had the cast removed. 

“Because of injuries this 
has been our most unusual 
pre-season practice period. 
We haven't had a full com- 
plement of players for one 
single night of practice. 
Roger Taylor ‘team captain) 
had an appendectomy and 
has just returned. Mannie 
Jackson (Edwardsville regu- 
lar) has had knee trouble. A 
specialist says it’s arthritic 
in nature and Mannie will 
have to expect to play with 
some pain. Some nights I’ve 
seen him require 30 minutes 
to warm up.

The restrictions on German 
armaments were contained in 
the Paris treaties of 1955 in 
which the Bonn government 
was granted its sovereignty, in 
the absence of an all-German 
peace treaty, and the Brussels 
Pact, which West Germany 
joined in 1953. 

Stronger Naval Forces. 

The lifting of the restrictions 
is intended chiefly to reinforce 
West German naval forces in 
the Baltic with anti-submarine 
vessels. However, a greater 
German role in Atlantic pa- 
trols, and ground forces rein- 
forcement with tanks and other 
weapons also is foreseen. The 
Western Allies are expected to 
approve the proposals. 

The missiles to be sent to 
West Germany are the Honest 
John, a 15-mile artillery rock- 
et. and the Matador, a 600-mile 
jet-driven winged missile.

McElroy conferred yesterday 
with Navy and Army officials 
in preparation for a meeting 
later this week with President 
Eisenhower in Augusta, Ga., to 
discuss next year’s defense 
budget. It is expected that 
this meeting will result in ad- 
ministration decisions on

Carrier in Doubt. 

Defense officials said the 
Navy's plans to construct a 
second atomic-powered aircraft 
carrier at a cost of $320,000,- 
000 was not specifically dis- 
cussed yesterday. Navy offi- 
cials conceded that the pros-| 
pects of approval for the | 
second carrier have become 
doubtful. 

The Navy announcement of 
Sea- 
master program made no men- 
tion of the economy reasons, 
but Navy officials said the

The Seamaster, the world’s 
first multi-jet seaplane, has 
run into technical difficulties. 
The first two planes produced

With its four jet engines, | 
the plane had a speed in excess 
of 600 miles an hour, even 
at low altitudes. 

One squadron of eight sea- 
masters will be operated with 
the fleet to “explore the poten- 


tial capability of such aircraft 
in minelaying, reconnaissance, 
air refueling and attack against 
sea and land targets,” the Navy 
said. Six developmental mod- 
els with smaller engines will 
be used for training purposes. 
Con Cut in Half. 

Martin Co. had two produc- 
tion contracts totalling $290,- 
038,242 — one for $175,593,180 
for the six developmental mod- 
els and one for $114,445,062 
for production of 18 operation- 
al models. The latter contract 
has been cut in half. 

The Navy has no immediate 
estimate of savings since the 
contract must be renegotiated 
with Martin, but the planes 
cost $6,000,000 to $7,000,000 
each. 

The curtailment is likely to 
have a serious economic im- 
pact upon Baltimore, where 
the plane is being produced. 
About 6000 persons are work- 
ing on production of the Sea- 
masters, and Martin spokes- 
men said most of these work- 
ers would be laid off when 
production ends the middle of 
next year.

Implored Her to Marry Him; She Chose Career Instead

“I WANT YOU to marry me 
right away, now. But I want 
you to want to marry me first. 
... You are not a silly girl and 
I won't talk rot about elope- 
ment. We'll just make up our 
plans and then go ahead and do 
what we're going to do. And if 
other people don’t like it, all 
they'll need to do will be not 
to make foolish talk or scenes.” 

These familiar lines or simi- 
lar ones have been written 
many times, but when they are 
written by a famous editor to 
a famous writer, both of them 
St. Louisans, they merit a place 
in literary archives. 

The love letters, from which 
the above is taken, came to the 
archives of the Missouri Histo- 
rical Society in 1951. On the 
envelope in feminine handwrit- 
ing in green ink was the stip- 
ulation, “To be sealed and not 
opened until after my death.” 

Recently, when playwright 
Zoe Akins died, the envelope 
was opened and the two letters 
read. They were from William 
Marion Reedy, editor and own- 
er of Reedy’s Mirror, renowned 
literary publication which 
flourished in St. Louis in the 
early part of this century and 
started many writers on their 
careers. 

Reedy died in 1920. He came 
from Kerry Patch, the son. of 
a police sergeant, started out as 
a newspaper reporter, later be- 
came a nationally known writ- 
er, editor, raconteur, speaker 
and gay, convivial character. 

He was the first to publish 
Edgar Lee Masters’ “Spoon 
River Anthology,” he encour- 
aged the early writings of Wil- 
liam Rose Benet, Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay and Carl Sandburg, 
and helped such local hopefuls 
as Fannie Hurst, Sara Teasdale 
—and Zoe Akins. 


HOW THE ROMANCE start- 
ed, how long it lasted, how it 
ended, all of this is uncertain. 
Even the letters are undated 
and Historical Society librari- 
ans can only estimate the dates 
at between 1903, when Zoe 
Akins began writing for the 
Mirror, and 1909, when Reedy 
married someone else. 

From the tone of the letters, 
however, it is obvious that the 
romance was not viewed with 
great favor by Zoe’s father, 
who was postmaster of St. 
Louis and once a Republican 
candidate for the United States 
Senate. 

One can easily guess why. 
Zoe Akins was 17 years old 
when she first wrote for the 
Mirror and Reedy was then 40 
and had been twice married, 
once widowed and once di- 
vorced. He had lived what 
might be termed the full life 
and he was something less than 
a solid, conservative citizen. He 
admitted in one letter: 

“If the pater would ask me 
my financial standing my re- 
ply would paralyze him, as a 
banker. I got nothin. Never 
did have nothin. Never expect 
nothin—beyond enough to take 
care of you if I should blow 
up. To hell with money per se. 
I’m never happy when I try to 
make money and I do my best 
work when money’s least in my 
plans.” 

Besides parental objections, 
one gathers there was another 
drawback, Zoe’s own ambitious 
plans for herself, for he con- 
tinued: 

“Darling I know we can be 
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happy. I don’t want much to 
make me happy—donly you—i.e. 
everything. You be mine first 
and then I'll agree that art 
shall have a chance. 

“If I can’t hold you against 
any choice or call of art, of 
ambition, of fame, I'll deserve 
to lose you. I think your de- 
sire to act is really desire to 
live. If I mistake not what 
you want is what I give you 
with all my heart and soul— 
love. Come into my arms. In 
giving yourself take possession 
of me. Make me over with 
your goodness and beauty and 
sweetness interfused and you'll 
do more than all acting ever 
can amount to.” 

Going back to her father’s 
objections, he observed, “If the 
pater will inquire in the right 
way he'll learn as much or 
more good than he will bad 
about me. I mean that he’ll 
find that my badness has not 
been of the kind a man can’t 
condone and that none of it in- 
volves anything dishonest, I’m 
not afraid to stand the fire of 
an inquiry of any kind — my 
foibles and follies have a glow, 
of course, but they are or at 
least have been rather on the 
generous—which means the in- 
dulgent—order.” 


And again reassuring her 
that he could support her prop- 
erly, he wrote, “I’ve always 
thought that the best advertise- 
ment a man can have is that 
his wife shall be happy, foot- 
lose, well attired, and gener- 
ally ‘scrumptious.’ ” 

The historian notes with a 
tinge of regret that Reedy, 
whose brilliance and clarity of 
style led him to be called “the 
writer’s writer,” in the throes 
of love descended to baby talk 
— “wen oo is Mrs. Billy oo 
shall still be oose’f’—which 
we, mercifully, shall not quote 
further. He ended this letter 
with a lengthy poetic quotation 
from Swinburne, and a post- 
script which was torn off the 
letter, perhaps accidentally. 


The second letter, again un- 
dated, is of a different nature, 
The day was “raw and chilly 
and leaden.” The Christmas 
issue was not going well. He 
felt “dull and. depressed by the 
weather and my loneliness and 
by the inaccessibility of dear 
you.” 

“Oh but if I could see you 
out in the open and have you 
to wear as my own jewel and 
crown,” he wrote. “How proud 
I'd be of my strange, pretty, 
moodful little woman. There's 
no use talking, sweetheart. No 
use. I want to say a whole lot 
of things and yet they all only 
fill up space between ‘I love 
you’ and ‘I love you.’” 

In a burst of moodiness 
which only another’ writer 
could understand, he went on: 


“Dearest, I can’t explain to 
you how I detest writing. 
Think how long I’ve been 
doing it, how much of it I’ve 
done, how I’ve been draining 
myself onto paper for years 
and years. .. . Suppose a brick- 
layer were condemned to utter 
his love in laying bricks for 
her. ... I distrust writing. It 
seems that when I have a 
thought towards you it cheap- 
ens it to write it... . I don’t 
care for expressing—I’m al- 
ways expressing and it has be- 
come a mere mechanical trick 
—or so it seems. I contrast 
my letters with yours. God! 
It’s like putting a Star editorial 
against” (unfortunately this is 
indecipherable.) 

Not only was he disgusted

with writing but with his life, 
for he continued, “I'm a mere 
‘mutt’ and a ‘dub’ and I'd like 
to be a tramp for the rest of 
my days. All my doings seem 
so futile. ... I’m a philistine 
and a mere drudger. ... I'd 
probably have remained con- 
tent to plug along in my slug- 
gish phlegmatic way if you 
hadn’t wakened me to the bet- 
ter meaning of life... . If only 
I could tell you the dull dumb 
hatefulness of myself that— 
Sweetheart I'll not write in 
this vein any more. Whatever 
I am or have been or am not 
or have not been... there's 
only one fact, I love you... I 
don’t love you for any reason 
but because I love you... .” 
And there is much much much 
more of the same, ending with, 
“Oh dear dear Zoe, can’t you 
come to me for good? Your 
boy Billy.” 

What happened to the rom- 
ance? What does happen to 
romances? One person moves 
away or meets someone else or 
becomes bored with the whole 
thing. The historian, piecing 
together the puzzle, might con- 
clude that young Zoe Akins 
had plans for herself. She went 
to New York where her first 
play, “Papa,” was produced. It 
was not a resounding success 
but later plays, such as “De- 
classee” starring Ethel Barry- 
more, were. Other letters in 
Historical Association archives 
tell of her and her activities. 


HER LETTERS to good friend 
Thekla Bernays, another of 
Reedy’s writers, were full of 
herself, her health, her work, 
her hopes. New York “thrilled” 
her. She had met Willa Cather 
whose new book “O Pioneers” 
was “stunning.” She “hadn't a 
thing to wear,” but she wrote 
hopefully, “Next year, Ninon 
(her pet name for Miss Ber- 
nays) I shall have priceless 
parasols, a thousand hats, a 
dozen trunks of wonderful 
things from Paris — and a 
maid.” 

And later she wrote happily, 
“I've been snowed under by 
the excitement this winter of 
getting my apartment furnish- 
ed and being as ‘famous’ as I 
liked.” 

Although she did not marry 
until 1932, men figured promi- 
nently in her letters, and of 
one love about to be discarded, 
she wrote, “It is strange how 
little I care about him now ex- 
cept in the same way I care 
about Billy—mostly literarily.” 

Billy meanwhile had married 
(perhaps out of spite?) a wom- 
an who was somewhat less than 
socially acceptable. 


THEKLA BERNAYS, ob- 
viously a much beloved and 
trusted person, was a clearing 
house of correspondence for 
the St. Louis writers, and in 
letters to her, he wrote of see- 
ing Zoe in New York. There 
is a certain tone of pique in 
some. For instance: 

“She (Zoe) is bright, quick, 
precocious, generous, all that 
and more but one doesn't stick 
and her sincerity is evanes- 
cent ... She’s a good girl and 
I won’t knock her though she 
does assume an _ association 
with me in literary matters 
for which there is no justifi- 
cation. She does like lions and 
publicity and all that but 
that’s only youth.” 

A year later, “Saw Z. A. and 
she’s going to swamp us with 
her opuses. There’s no one 
like her and I do fervently 
hope she'll ‘get there’.” But 
on a later visit: “I saw Z. A.

full of her little—or rather 
big—self as usual, but as pre- 
ternaturally clever as ever in 
some ways, and yet so pitiful, 
so scattered, so unhappy. I do 
feel very sorry for her with 
that vague ambition or con- 
glomeration of ambitions just 
pulling her forty ways.” 

Of Zoe’s current love in- 
terest, “He’s the latest idola- 
try of Zoe’s or perhaps I 
should say he’s the latest in- 
strumentality of her self idoli- 
zation. She’s even thinking of 
marrying, I believe, but then 
she’s thought that so often it 
doesn't matter.” 


ZOE’S MANY LETTERS | 
Thekla Bernays—again undate: 
—reveal much of her fortunes 
and also furnish interesting 
side glances into the lives of 
other writers. Of Fannie Hurst 
she wrote, “She is getting 
$1000 a story, I understand but 
she spends a month on each 
one and writes nine or ten 
drafts.” Of Sara Teasdale, 
“Sara is engaged! To a Mr. 
Filsinger,” and there follows a 
minute analysis of Mr. Fil- 
singer’s prospects. Of another 
St. Louis writer, “She must be 
making herself ridiculous by 
her impertinances and her ego- 
tism.”

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In 1920 there was a five-page 
letter filled with news of her 
newest home, latest work, and 
then on Page 3, “By the way 
I was of course very upset 
about Billy’s death,” and there 
follows an account of how she 
had written a piece for the 
Nation on aim and felt it had 
been poorly edited. 

Although Reedy often ex- 
pressed doubt as to Zoe’s abi)- 
ity to stick it out, she did 
achieve fame, at one time hav- 
ing three plays running on 
Broadway. Her best known 
were “The Greeks Had a Word 
For It,” “The Furies,” and “The 
Old Maid,” for which she won 
he Pulitzer Prize in 1935. 

In 1932 she married Hugo 
Aumbold, an artist and British 
Army captain who died, she 
wrote, “after eight months of 
fantastic happiness.” In re- 
cent years she wrote for mo- 
tion pictures until the illness 
which led to her death. 

Sometime in 1951—perhaps 
in going through old trunks, 
cleaning out papers? — she 
came across the Reedy letters 
and like many another woman, 
read over the lines and thought 
“I can’t burn these.” And go

One of its purposes, 


of course, is to augment the consumption of coffee, but this 


is really only a by-product of a campaign that has great 


value for all of us. 


This drive is made specifically during the Christmas | 3 


and New Year holidays, but I think it is just as necessary 
at Thanksgiving. The roads then may be in a little better 
condition than during the Christmas-New Year period, but 
the same rules apply, nevertheless. 


Traffic deaths during the first nine months of 
this year dropped 6 per cent as compared with the 
same period in 1957. But it may be surprising to 
know that if we run true to form during the com- 
ing year, automobile accidents will kill more 
Americans between the ages of 1 and 44 years 
than will die from either heart disease or cancer. 


One person will be killed every 14 minutes and one 
will be injured every 23 seconds in automobile accidents. 
This means that the highway death toll is expected to run 
to 37,000, with injuries to well over a million persons and 
property damage costing about two billion dollars, 

Safety groups are recommending five rules, which IT 
give you here in the hope they may save some lives: 


OBEY all traffic regulations, and particularly speed 
laws, You don’t have to go the limit. Casualties drop when 
the speed does, 


DON’T DRIVE when you are tired or sleepy; don’t ex- 
haust yourself with an impossible driving schedule. Drive 
for safety, not distance. 


ON TRIPS, stop every two hours for a coffee break, 
and have a cup or two before driving home from that 
holiday party. 


DRIVE WITH at least one window open. Circulating 
fresh air will keep you from getting dangerously drowsy. 


ALCOHOL AND GASOLINE make a deadly mixture. 
Keep them apart and keep on living.

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Thanksgiving in Boyhood Days 


By Leonard Hall 


THE OTHER DAY I ran 
across an old photograph album 
and found the years dropping 
away by dozens. There was one 
picture, a sort of still-life, that 
stirred waves of nostalgia. First 
of all, I remembered the pho- 
tographer. He was my father, 
Dr. Frederick Hall, who was 
one of Missouri's pioneer X- 
ray specialists and by avocation 
a photographer of considerable 
skill and artistic ability. 


He was also a gentle fellow 
with a great love of Nature and 
all living creatures, none of 
which he could have harmed 
even under threat of starvation. 
The only thing which oc- 
casionally caused a_ veritable 
lion to break through his mild 
exterior was when he saw any 
living thing, human or animal, 
being mistreated. 


The particular photographic 
print which brought all this 
back to me is cracked and 
faded, yet it is apropos of this 
November season, It is a view 
of the dining room in the house 
where we lived in Potosi. In 
one far corner is the door that 
led to the pantry and in the 
other is a china cabinet in 
which the cut glass has picked 
up highlights. 


Down the center of the 
room stretched the dining 
table which had obviously 
been extended to its limit— 
and seated around this table 
were an even dozen Halls, 
less the photographer who 
was over in the bay window 
draped with a big black 
cloth. The camera, inci- 
dentally, was a huge box af- 
fair made of polished wood 
and accommodating glass 
plates that must have been 
about 8 by 10 inches in size. 


At the far end of the table 
sat Mother Hall and on her 
right the smallest Hall in a 
high chair. On her left was 
Grandpa Hall, better known as 
Doc Lem throughout his wide 
horseback territory in the 
Ozarks, and next to him, Great- 
aunt Lucy. “Aunt Lucy” was a 
woman of truly remarkable 
character who had been lame 
since her hip was broken and 
improperly set as a young girl. 
In the affairs of her life she 
had never allowed .this to 


handicap or discourage her. 
After Aunt Lucy, a comple- 


ment of seven more young 
Halls in addition to the one in 
the high chair were ranged 
down both sides of the festive 
board, eagerly awaiting the 
end of all these preliminaries. 
The ages must have started at 
about 2 and climbed to 14 or a 
year older—and I was second 
from top. 


The really important thing 
to the youngsters at that table, 
I am certain, was the food that 
weighed it down. Even in the 
old picture it is a repast that 
conjures up memories of the 
appetite of youth. At mother’s 
end of the table is a huge 
tureen which I know to this 
day contained oyster stew, be- 
cause this was traditional and 
perhaps the only oyster stew 
of the year. At the other end is 
a turkey of truly noble pro- 
portions, ready for the carving 
knife. Ranged up and down the 
table are the rest of the fix- 
ings—and nearly all of them 
the produce of Grandpa Hall's 
farm and garden. The turkey, 
the vegetables, the jellies and 
preserves, the mincemeat and 
pumpkin—even the flour that 
went into the home-made rolls 
was ground from our own 
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wheat. Only the oysters came 
from a different garden—the 
garden of the sea. 


This was Thanksgiving in 
the old days and it is indica- 
tive of how times change 
that even on the farm today 
the food would have come 
from foreign sources. Now 
one farmer raises the tur- 
keys for 10,000 other fami- 
lies, we plant pumpkins 
chiefly to sell as Halloween 
decorations, and no farmer 
carries a sack of parity-sub- 
sidized wheat to the mill to 
be ground into flour. Like as 
not the mincemeat pie comes 
frozen in an aluminum plate 
from the grocery and the 
preserves were put up in a 
factory. Whether good or 
bad, such is the march of 
progress. 


There was another photo- 
graph that brought back a less 
happy memory: this one of a 
12-year-old boy standing beside 
a dark-colored milk cow with 
crumpled horns. I am the boy 


and the cow is Old Bess which | 


was my charge for several 
summers. She was a good 
milker and the cream that rose 
on the milk pans could be 
rolled off the top and cut like 
butter. I milked Old Bess in a 
small open shed we'd built for 


the purpose, then turned her | 


out for the night in a pasture 
beside the house. In the morn- 
ings when the rest of Grandpa 
Hall’s herd was being driven 
out from town to the farm, she 
and I joined them. In fact, 
taking the cows back and forth 


was one of my daily chores | 


throughout the summer. 

The unhappy memory of Old 
Bess has to do with the night 
she unlatched her pasture gate, 
got back into the milking shed 
and consumed what must have 
been 50 pounds of bran and 
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shorts that made up her dafly 
ration. When I found her next 
morning she was down and 
blown up like a balloon and 
only Doc Lem’s heroic meas- 
ures with a butcher knife serv- 
ing as a trocar saved her life. 
We put a better latch on the 
pasture gate, and Old Bess sur- 
vived to furnish us milk and 
cream, buttermilk, 


cheese, butter and clabber for 
many a day.
